barrister-at-law, City Coroner, in- 
quired into the death of Lucy Keating (164), 
8 Dominick street, Dublin, who died as the 
result of injuries received when she fell be- 
tween the carriages of a train at Portmarnock 
Railway Station last Sunday night, returned a 
verdict of death from shock and haemhorrage. 

The driver, fireman and guard were ex- 
onerated from blame, but the jury stated that 
the railway company was negligent in not 
providing sufficient accommodation at the 
station for the number of people present. 

Mr. W. Gordon Bradley appeared for the 
G.N.R. Company and Mr. H. Good for the 
next-of-kin, 

Mr. P. McKenna, house surgeon, described 
the girl’s injuries, and said that death was 
due to shock and haemmorhage. 

Patrick Fleod, 9 Corporation street, Dublin, 
said that when the train came into the station 
there was a general rush for it. He was told 
that there was a person under the train.. He 
got the train stopped, and crawled under a 
carriage. where he sav a woman lving. 
She was conscious and spoke to him. 
There were about 200 people on the platform, 
which he considered overcrowded, and th: 
station was badly lighted by oil lamps. 

John Buckley, 85 Lower Dorset street, 
and Charles Doyle, 17 Irwin street, corro- 
borated. 

Edward Douglas, engine driver, 38 Sevilk 
place, Dublin, stated that after he had been 
given the signal.to start he discovered that 
the communication cord had been pulled in 
the third carriage from the engine. Having 
released the brake, he proceeded to Amiens 
street Station, where he first heard of the 
accident. :

Thomas J. Johnson, traffic supervisor, 
Donabate, said that if the people had not 
rushed on the train ho accident could have 
occurred. Four compartments were practi- 
cally empty when the train left. 

Michael Brennan, 92 Lourdes road, Cork 
street, said that there were about 800 people 
on the platform. The crowd surged forward 
against the carriages, and he was torced down 
between the carriage and the platform. The 
girl was forced over his head and fell down 
between the carriages. 

Christopher Chiford, 11 Upper Buckingham 
street, who was a passenger on the train, 
said that he saw the sleeve. of the girl’s dress 
being caught jn the door of one of the 
carriages She was dragged along and 
pulled under the train. 

The jury returned a verdict as stated above, 
and associated themselves with the Civic 
Guards, Mr. Bradley and the Coroner in an 
expression of sympathy with the relatives of 
the dead girl. 


EXHIBITION OF FLOWER AND 
GARDEN PICTURES.

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At the Metropolitan School of Art, in 
Kildare street, Dublin, is being held an ex- 
hibition of flower and garden pictures, which 
is to continue until Saturday next. Mr. 
Crampton Walker has been responsible for 
its organisation, and he has been able to 
colleet an extremely interesting selection cf 
pictures. 

It is the first “ one theme ” exhibition that 
has been held in Dublin for a good many 
years, and it looks as if it is going to meet 
with success. ‘The hanging of the pictures 
themselves has been planned with great care. 
Usually the walls of an exhibition of this 
type present the appearance of a patch- 
work quilt. The eye is continually being 
drawn from the picture one is looking at to 
w canvas beside it, which has been treated 
in a quite different fashion, and whose colour 
does rot harmonise with that of its 
neighbours. Under these conditions it is 
usually impossible to form an opinion about 
any of the canvasses, Mr, Crampton Walker 
has avoided this fault. He has grouped 
the pictures in such a way that each blends 
with tke other, so that it is possible to 
examine each canvas without distraction. 

The remarkable number of pictures 
exhibited speaks well for the enthusiasm of 
Dublin artists. Among the most striking 
of them are Miss May Guinness’s “' Peonies ”’ 
and “ Autumn Flowers.” . 

On altogether different lines is Mr. Dermod 
O'Brien's “On the Mantlepiece.” There is 
a cool clearness about this that gives the 
impression of a bowl of flowers, far better 
than the fussy splashes of colour that go 
to make up the usual flower picture. 

Mr. Crampton Walker himself has a large 
number of canvasses on view of an unvarying 
excellance. Should the public respond as it 
ought to this exhibition, it may mean a new 
era in Irish art. The presence of no less 
than 435 “one theme ” pictures argues a 
revival of enthusiasm in artistic declan,
